Slated In EPA 


Petitions for the rezoning and 
improvement of portions of Univer- 
sity avenue in East Palo Alto will 
soon be circulated among all resi- 
dents of the area, according to Jay 
Finley, president of the Business- 
men’s association of East Palo Alto 


@which is sponsoring the rezoning 


and improvement program. 


Finley also disclosed that a pre- 
liminary petition calling for the re- 
zoning of University avenue be- 
tween Donohoe street and Weeks 
street from a “single dwelling” to a 
“multiple dwelling” area has already 
been submitted to the San Mateo 
county board of supervisors. 


The preliminary petition carries 
14 signatures of property owners on 
University avenue, and the $50 fee 
which accompanied the petition was 
paid by the Businessmen’s associa- 
tion. 


“We sent the preliminary peti- 
tion to the supervisors in order to 
get action started through the coun- 
ty board of supervisors and the 
planning commission,” Finley said, 
“But we are going to circulate other 
petitions throughout the area which 
all residents will be given an op- 
portunity to sign or refuse to sign.” 


The University avenue improve- 
ments which the Businessmen’s 
asociation envisions include wid- 
ening of the avenue to a full 100 
feet between Woodland and Run- 
nymede avenues and 60 feet from 
Runnymede avenue to Bay road. 
The portions of the avenue be- 

tween Woodland avenue and Dono- 
hoe street and Weeks street and 
Bay road are already zoned for com- 
mercial establishments. A park strip 


* @ will occupy the center of the avenue 


in that part which is widened to 
100 feet. 

The petition which was submit- 
ted to the county board of super- 
visors said that the rezoning of the 
avenue between Donohoe and Weeks 
street was desired because “the tre- 
mndous growth of East Palo Alto, 
plus future growth and planning 
possibilities for this community is 
making University avenue a very 
desirable and ideal setting for mul- 
tiple dwellings. Increased values 
created by this type of improvement 
would serve as an additional incent- 
ive to complete the street improve- 


yment program now proposed.”

On Wednesday, Sept. 7, Homfeld 
said the new teachers will meet 
the principals of the schools to 
which they have been assigned for 
the purpose of getting a better 
understanding of the individual 
school’s character and problems.

crease in volume, according to 
Building Inspector J. D. Steiger, 

“We can’t expect to have record- 
breaking months every month, of 
course,” Steiger said, “but since the 
war, Menlo Park building has been 
steadily increasing in vclume.” 

During the fiscal year 1947-48, for 
instance, Steiger said, permits were 
issued for $3,482,150 worth of new 
construction, and $4,083855 worth of 
were issued during the 
1948-49 year. 

Steiger also pointed out that the 
building activity is taking place 
throughout Menlo Park, and is 
not confined to a few large devel- 
opment projects. 

“Our maps show that building is 
going on all over the city at about 
the same rate, so there is no danger 
at the present time that part of 
Menlo Park will become congested 
while other areas in the city are 
neglected.” 

Steiger reported that August 
building permits included those for 
27 new residences, $349,000; a i6- 
unit apartment house, $90,000; the 
$107,000 Hillview school, a $35,000 
medical office building, a $9000 
drive-in, three garages, and permits 
for alterations and remodelling to- 
talling $7400. 

Previous record month in Menlo 
Park building was April 1949, when 
permits for $521,400 worth of con- 
struction were issued.

Stanford Expects 


Enrollment Of 
8100 For '49-50 


STANFORD UNIVERSITY— 
Stanford university is expecting an 
enrollment of 8,100 students when 
the 1949-50 school year opens Sep- 
tember 28, Registrar H. Donald Win- 
bigler announced. 


The estimated enrollment is just 
under the all-time peak figure of 
8,350 recorded at Stanford last fall. 
The slight drop is in line with the 
university's plan for a tighter limit 
on enrollment, particularly in the 
graduate division. 

The university expects 5,900 re- 
turning students and 2,200 new 
Students on the campus with the 
opening of classes. The new stu- 
dents will include 600 freshman 
men, 350 freshman women, 460 
other undergraduates, and _ 8:00 
graduate students, if predictions 

hold true. 

These students will include fewer 
veterans than last year, according 
to estimates of officials in the cam- 
pus veterans’ guidance office. 

A maximum of 3,200 ex-GI’s—32 
per cent of the student body—are 
exepected on the campus in Sep- 
tember. In the Spring Quarter of 
the past school year 3,706 of the 
7,724 students enrolled were vet- 
erans, or 48 per cent.

Trustees Hear 


New Bidder For North Area School 


The question of how the Sequoia 
union high school board of trustees 
Can get the proposed San Carlos- 
Belmont high school designed for a 
minimum outlay and with maximum 
fairness to architects was reopened 
this week when a San Francisco 
architect said he could design the 
school for six percent of the total 
cost or less. 

The architect was Frank Wyncoop, 
who said that he would design 
buildings such as the administra- 
tion building, which could not be 
duplicated, for the regular eight per 
cent fee, charge eight per cent for 
“original” classrooms, and charge 
four percent for duplicate drawings 
of these classrooms for use in the 
construction of other parts of the 
building. The result would be sub- 
stantially a six per cent fee. 

Moreover, Wyncoop said, the 
school district can realize a sub- 
stantial saving if bids for the San 
Carlos-Belmont and Menlo Park 
area high schools are advertised 
for contractors at the same time. 
Janssen and Daseking, architects 
for the proposed Menlo Park area 
high school, had previously offered 
to allow use of duplicates of south 
county high school plans on the San 
Carlos-Belmont unit for a flat six 
percent fee. The offer was temp- 
orarily withdrawn, however, when 
members of the board of trustees 
decided to call for competitive bids 
from other architects in the area. 
Janssen and Daseking argued that 
it would be “professionally unethi- 
cal” to make use of duplicate plans 
in computing their bid for the San 
Carlos-Belmont high school. 

The saving which would result 
from the two percent reduction on 
the total cost of the projected 
$1,500,000 high school would be 
$30,000. 

High school district trustees, argu- 
ing that it was their duty to the 
taxpayers of the district to get the 
school designed for as little as pos- 

Sible, decided to favor Janssen and 


Daseking for the job. Other archi- |i 
tects withdrew tentative bids sub-| 3M 


mitte" to the board, and Janssen 
and Daseking renewed their six per 
cent offer. 

Trustees then turned to consider- 
ation of the possibility and advant- 
ages of having the San Carlos-Bel- 
mant unit built simultaneously with 
the Menlo Park unit.
